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IMPROVEMENTS 

During the Summer, great changes have been perpe- 
trated on this college. It does not take a discerning eye 
to note the obvious differences; however, much has also 
been done behind the scenes. In all, the Student Council 
has tidied up the campus to the tune of seven thousand 
rhpllars. 

Not included in the Students Council program of Im- 
provement for this Summer, were the alterations to the 
Stewart Room and the Dining Hall. However, ours is not 
to question the sanity of the redecoraior. Students Coun- 
cil had no previous knowledge of the mutulation done to 
Stewart Hall. 

Positive improvements were instituted in three major 
areas: (a) The Recreation Centre in general; (b) The 
Coffee Shop in particular; (c) The StudenVs Council 
House. 

(a) THE RECREATION CENTRE 

Every room in the Rec. Centre has either been re- 
decorated or rebuilt, with exception of the Coffee Shop. 
Itoth the pool room and the T.V. rooms, which are process 
to being rebuilt, will be open next week. 

Much work has been done on the pool room and when 
it is finished it should be destruction proof. The new felt 
on the table should stand up to good use. or should I say 
abuse. 

The ping-pong room has been given a stucco finish 
and will be finished with three singles tables. All equip- 
ment, except balls, will be provided. However, in order to 
receive any of this equipment, students must leave their 
cards with the caretaker. This system has been adopted 
from the Y.M.C.A. and has been found effective in pre- 
venting the loss of material. 

All washrooms in the Rec. Centre have been fixed up 
and new (isli-trays will be placed in convenient locations. 

The cleaning of the Recreation Centre is being han- 
ihd by a sanitary engineer hired by the Students Coun- 
cil. As you knotc, last ijear, the cleaning was handled by 
the issuing of Students Bursaries to those who handled 
the job. As it worked out. Health Authorities were con- 
^tnnlly nagging the Students Council. It is hoped that 
f his will be a more efficient way of handling the problem. 

Control of the drink machines will be tightened and 
nn increase of the profit from 24 percent to 30 percent is 
expected. Also, the quality of drinks in the machines will 
he improved. All the students who are not satisfied with 
the quality of the drink are invited to voice their opinions 
f t (hose in authority. 
OFFEE SHOP 

Much of the impiut t/iu nts done h> the ( (f//re Shop 
are not visible to the naked eye, but are hidden behind 
the counter. A brand new automatic dishwasher with 
booster has been installed along with a new stove and an 
improved refrigeration facilities. Of course, (hen^ are 
fh'^^p brand new chairs. 

HE STUDENTS COUNCIL HOUSE 

The Students Council House has been completely re- 
fur nsihed. There are now four large and two small com- 
mittee rooms available. All campus organizations are in- 
vited to use there meeting rooms for executive meetings 
or for whatever purpose they desire. The Students Coun- 
cil is planning on equipping the kitchen so that refresh^ 
ment may be served to those using the committee room. 
This will be at the Students Council expense. 

The S.C. has o7so bought a new portable amplifier 
which will be made available to any recognized campus 
organizations.

STUDENTS URGED TO VOTE 

lt*s Student Council election time again on th« 
Macdonald campus. The big day is Friday, Oct. 4th 
(to be preceded by an advance poll for the education 
students on Wednesday, Oct. 2nd) and it is hoped 
that every student at the college will turn out to 
vote for his or her choice of class representative* 
Each faculty on the campus, Household Science^ 
Agriculture, Education and Research, is required to 
elect a member of their faculty to the Student Coun- 
cil, and there is also an opening for a W.A.A. rep. 
Nominations close at 6 p.m. today and those run- 
ning for office will be announced at the Student- 
Society meeting Monday. Campaigning will take 
place on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday. 

Dr. Dion, Macdonald Dean of Agriculture, in 
commenting on the coming election, stated that he 
felt every student should be aware of his duty to 
vote on Friday. 

''Elected student officers who have the confi- 
dence of the student body can carry out their respon- 
sibilities on your behalf effectively — without this 
support no matter how good your student officers, 
student self-government will languish and ultimately 
decay," he said in an interview earlier this week. 
He further mentioned that it is necessary for every 
student to protect the campus privileges he has by 
also discharging his responsibilities. "A real interest 
n and support for student government and your 
elected officers is probably the most important res- 
ponsibility." he concluded. 

"I feel that every student has an obligation to 
take an active part in student affairs and vote at 
student elections/' was the comment made by Prof. 
Wayne Hall, Dean of the Faculty of Education on 
Friday's election. He firmely stated that only when 
each student makes a contribution towards a success- 
ful year can we hope to have one. 

Alex Crowe, president of the Student-Council, 
had a special word for the education students : *'l 
feel education students have a great deal to offer to 
the Student-Society and to its executive body, the 
Student-Council, and that it is only by the exploita- 
tion of this potential that our student activities and 
government can be successful." 

The prevelant mood among all who are connect- 
ed with the S-C. election seems to be *Get out and 
vote' and it is their hope that this year more than 
39.5% of the student population will turn out at 
the polls as was the case last Spring,
